In the Armory of our Company, the Military Museum and 
Library Committee is responsible for the care of over 1,000 relics of 
every war in which our country has been engaged. Many of these 
museum pieces have been on display in the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts. Exactly when the Museum and Library originated within our 
Company is very difficult to pin-point. The records of our Company 
were disturbed several times for we were located initially, for 100 
years, in the Town House, which was built on land now occupied by 
the Old State House; then, on April 7, 1746, the Company moved to 
Faneuil Hall. Our stay at Faneuil Hall was not without its troubles, 
for, in 1761, a major fire took place requiring the rebuilding of the 
premises. 


A few of the high spots within our Museum are: the collection 
of thirteen large historical paintings; commemorated in bronze 
plates, on the risers of the thirteen steps which lead up to the 
Headquarters room of the Company, are the names of the thirteen 
States, in the order in which thy accepted the Constitution; around 
the walls of the Armory are the portraits of most of the Captai 
who have commanded the Company from 1638 to the Present q Ins 
in our Cloak Room, we have set up our Civil War Centennial a ; 
play, featuring an oil painting of Major George H. Meynisrel is- 
member of our Company, who won the Congressional Medal’ t 
Honor during the Civil War. °

JOHN A. VOLPE 
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Congressional Medal of Honor Members

The highest award for valor that can be attained by a citizen 
of the United States is the Medal of Honor which is awarded only by 
Act of Congress. The law governing this medal was enacted on 
December 21, 1861, for the Navy, and on July 12, 1862, for the 
Army, and prescribed that it could only be granted to one who ‘‘in 
action involving actual conflict with an enemy, distinguished himself 
conspicuously by gallanty and intrepidity at the risk of his life, 
above and beyond the call of duty.”’ 


In a company with so limited a membership as the Ancients, 
it is outstanding that we should have had four members entitled to 
wear this Medal, and further, all four were members at the same 
time. 


The best known of the four men was Major George H. Maynard 
because he remained a member until his death in 1927 and is well 
remembered by many of our present members. Major Maynard 
was born in Waltham Feb. 2, 1836, and at an early age entered 
the jewelry business. At the time of the Civil War he enlisted as a 
Private in the 13 Mass. Infantry and on Jan. 17, 1864, was com- 
missioned a Captain in the 82nd Regt. of U. S. Colored Infantry, 
promoted Mar. 13, 1965, to the rank of Brevet Major for distin- 
guished and meritorious services. He was mustered out Sept. 10, 
1866. 


Major Maynard won his medal at the Battle of Fredericksburg, 
Va., on Dec. 13, 1862, while he was a Private in Co. D, 13th Mass. 
Inf., and his citation reads: 


“A wounded and helpless comrade, having been left on 
the skirmish line, this soldier voluntarily returned to the 
front line under a severe fire and carried the wounded 
man to a place of safety.” 


Major Maynard also distinguished himself at the Battle of 
Antietam on Sept. 17, 1862 and at the Battle of Marianna, Fla. on 
Sept. 27, 1864. At the Battle of Antietam, while under fire, he bore 
to the rear from the firing line, two wounded comrades, and re- 
turned. At Marianna, when some of his colored soldiers would have 
killed some of their Confederate prisoners, by his own force and 
courage he prevented a general massacre. 
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Major Maynard joined the Ancients in 1875, was 1st Sergeant 
of Infantry in 1879 and 4th Sergeant in 1887. He died on Dec. 
26, 1927, at the age of 91 and on his death left his entire estate 
in trust, which has since reverted to the Ancients and is administered 
by the Trustees of the Permanent Fund. 


Lowell M. Maxham, who joined the Ancients in 1887, was 
born in South Carver, Mass. on Dec. 6, 1841. His business was that 
of inventor, perhaps his best known invention being that of the elec- 
tric third rail used in trolley and elevated railway systems. He en- 
listed as a Private in Co. F, 7th Mass. Infantry and became a 
Corporal. He fought thru the Peninsular Campaign of 1862, at 
Antietam and Fredericksburg the same year and also in the Chan- 
cellorsville campaign of 1863. It was in this last named campaign, 
at the Battle of Marye’s Heights, on May 3, 1963, that Corporal 
Maxham won his Medal of Honor. His citation reads: 


“This soldier, though severely wounded and in the face 
of a deadly fire from the enemy at close range, hearing a 
call to retreat, rallied the colors, rushed bravely forward, 
and was the first to enter the enemy's works on the crest 
of Marye’s Heights, Va., and helped plant his regimental 
colors there.” 


Upon reforming his lines, his Lieutenant Colonel called Corp. 
Maxham before the regiment and promoted him to be Color Ser- 
geant. Not knowing how badly wounded Maxham was at the time, 
this officer placed the colors in his charge. Maxham insisted on 
carrying the flag into the second battle that day at Salem Heights, 
where he was again wounded and carried from the battlefield dis- 
abled for life. He was discharged from the service by reason of 
wounds on August 18, 1863. 


Corporal Maxham was 3rd Sergeant of Infantry in the Ancients 
in 1891 and the records show he was a faithful attendant at affairs 
for many years. He was honorably discharged on May 28, 1906, 
and died in Boston on Feb. 13, 1931, at the age of 89. 


Col. Gardner C. Hawkins joined the company on May 18, 
1891. He was born in Pomfret, Vt. in 1846. He was living in Wood- 
stock, Vt., at the time of his enlistment, in 1863, in Co. E, 3rd Ver- 
mont Infantry, of which Co. he became Ist Lieutenant. It was at 
Petersburg, Va., on April 2, 1865, in the last desperate days of the 
Civil War, when the Confederates tried to break thru the lines, that 
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Col. Hawkins won his Medal of Honor. His citation reads: 
“When the lines were wavering from the well directed 
fire of the enemy, this officer, acting Adjutant of the 
regiment, sprang forward, and with encouraging words 
cheered the soldiers on, and although desperately 
wounded, refused to leave the field until the enemy's 
works were taken.” 


The wound Col. Hawkins received at Petersburg resulted in 
the loss of an eye. He gained his rank of Colonel by serving on the 
staff of Governor Greenhalge in 1894. He resigned from the An- 
cients on May 28, 1897, and died in Winthrop on Dec. 13, 1913 at 
the age of 67 years. 


Col. Francis Snow Hesseltine joined the Ancients on May 13, 
1889, and seems to have held no office during his membership. He 
was Colonel of the 13th Maine Infantry and won his Medal of Honor 
at Matagorda Bay, Texas, on December 29 and 30, 1863. His 
citation reads as follows: 


“In command of a detachment of 100 men, he conducted 
a reconnaissance for two days, baffling and beating 
back an attacking force of more than 1000 Confeder- 
ates, and regained his transport without loss.”’ 


Col. Hesseltine was born in Bangor, Maine, on Dec. 10, 1833, 
and was a lawyer by profession. He was a member of Mass. Com- 
mandery of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion. In Volume 1 of 
Civil War Papers published by the Loyal Legion in 1893, appears an 
article written by Col. Hesseltine entitled ‘‘Amusing the Enemy,”’ in 
which he describes his exploit but very modestly omits to mention 
the fact that as a result of that exploit he was awarded the Medal 
of Honor. 


Col. Hesseltine resigned from the Ancients on Sept. 8, 1896. 
He died at his residence, 403 Walnut St., Newtonville, on Feb. 17, 
1916, and is buried in Wyoming Cemetery, Melrose. 


We have a bust and picture of Major Maynard displayed quite 
prominently in our Headquarters. It would seem that we could 
easily secure pictures of the other heroes and make a proper display 
as befits this unusual circumstance.

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Extract from a speech delivered by 
MAJOR CHARLES W. STEVENS 


Commander of the A. & H. Co. 
at the anniversary services of the Company 
on June 6, 1881, in Faneuil Hall 


The question has sometimes been asked, Of what avail is the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Co? | answer, It is our boast and 
our pride that we are extending its fame, and bequeathing to our 
successors as honorable and untarnished as it has come down to us 
the record of the first military organization of our land, whose char- 
ter was signed by the first governor of our infant colony, whose 
muskets fired the funeral volley over that governor's grave, and 
which today numbers among its members that governor's illustrious 


descendant, our honored and venerated Winthrop. 


Is it naught that banded in this military fellowship are scores 
of patriotic men who just now offered their blood for the cause of 
their country, descendants of those heroes, many of whom, in the 
early struggle for liberty, learned the first rudiments of war in your 
ranks? to know that should our country's call ‘To Arms" again be 
heard the sword would leap from the scabbard, the armor to be 
buckled on anew, and the sinews of war flow into our nation’s 
treasury from those of you whose fighting days are over, ‘‘whose 


spirit is willing but whose flesh is weak.” 


Availability? Gentlemen, it is they who raise that cry, who 
sneer at ‘playing soldier’’ — thank God they are few — who, 
when liberty trembles or disunion threatens lock themselves into 
their back offices, and with slate and pencil cipher how, vampire 
like, they can suck the life-blood from their country’s veins to enrich 
their sordid souls. 
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Though the age and object for which this Company was called 
into being has long gone by, and having passed thru eight gener- 
ations, has become in our day a social as well as a military organiza- 
tion; and though another age has come in which we are not fitted 
or required to instruct and furnish officers for the field, as in earlier 
times, yet the names of the active as well as the veteran soldiers 
of our Commonwealth inscribed upon your rolls, show the love and 
veneration in which it is held by those who ought to be the best 
judges of its distinction and its worth. It has borne living testimony 
thru these successive generations, that when peace with its benign 
influence bends over us, every soldier is a citizen; and it has borne 
both living and dying testimony that ‘‘When the blast of war blows 


in our ears’’ every citizen is a soldier. 


This, gentlemen, is one of the best signs of the civilization of 
our day, and a bright harbinger of that coming time when nations 
shall learn war no more.
